The United States long has had 
its symbols. 


One thinks immediately of the 
Jefferson Memorial. Its calm 
marble circle of serenity reminds 
us of the noble life and the Greek 
perfection of Jefferson’s mind and 
philosophy. Out of it came the 
phrases of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. They electrify and 
they also cause the reader to 
think and meditate on the mean- 
ing and values of life. Mr. Jeffer- 
son believed the citizen must be 
so educated as to be useful to 
himself and his country. 


There is the tall stone monu- 
ment to Washington. It is square 
in form, another symbol of the 
free, completed life. It reminds 
us of sacrifice and fidelity. Wash- 
ington, a patrician planter like 
Jefferson, disdained comforts 
when the public need called. He 
risked all he had, life and prop- 
erty, in the cause of human 
dignity and liberty. He had no 
great moods of philosophic con- 
templation, as did Jefferson. 


Loyalty 
But when the times demanded, 
he could make men think 


enough 

to bind them in loyalty to the 
great dream so eloquently pro- 
claimed by the Declaration of In- 
dependence. There are many ex- 
amples of this. Perhaps the best 
is that of Valley Forge. In nearby 
Philadelphia the Tories and the 
British spent the winter in com- 
fort and making merry. The farm- 
ers preferred to sell in the city, 
where gold and “hard monéy”’ 
could be had, rather than to the 
ragged Continentals whose money 
was so worthless as to produce 
the saying, ‘‘Not worth a Conti- 
nental.”” 


The weak deserted. Washington 
was often near despair. The Con- 
tinental Congress was another 
burden, petty and afraid. 


But Washington held a hard 
core of men with his words and 
his example. The candle of lib- 
erty flickered that cold, windy 
winter, but did not expire. In the 
spring it flamed high once more. 

And Lincoln? 

Every day and every night 
men, women and children go to 
stand before the majestic, seated 
figure of this tall, gaunt, awkward 
man. In him was fused the fron- 
tiersman and the patrician. He is, 
in a sense, a symbol of the 
‘“‘American’’ who descended from 
those who came to the new land 
and began to eat the Indian corn. 
(“They did not know it, but they 
would never be English again.’’) 


Union 

Lincoln, too, is our symbol of 
union. Slavery died with him. And 
so did that strange concept called 
states rights, which tried to argue 
that a state might, if it willed, 
deprive a citizen of the union of 
rights and privileges common to 
all under the Constitution. 


Many of those who come to 
stand before this symbol of our 
beliefs, principles and traditions 
have tears in their eyes and on 
their cheeks. Some bow their 
heads and pray. Perhaps this is

Gov. Ernest Vandiver and his

Geer, however, maintained that 
the speech was not “political ma- 
terial’’ and that he had the right 
to mail it at government expense.

Geer added that he was not an 
announced candidate for any state 
office. He has.made no secret 
of his intention to run for lieu- 
tenant governor, and the speech 
was made to one of the state’s 
most powerful political groups, 
the Peace Officers Association of 
Georgia.

Sources here said the soldiers, 
members of the regular Army 
garrison at Luluabourg, ran amok 
the nights of Nov. 1 and 2 in de- 
fiance of their officers. The com- 
mando units were flown in from 
their base at Thysville to restore 
order and discipline, they said. 


A civilian plane brought 25 
women and children here from 
Luluabourg Monday.

The refugees said the entire

WASHINGTON—For the first time since an- 
other November of a year ago, home politics te 
has become an important topic again in Wash- ” , 
ington. It is good to see this old-timer back, if only because the 
whole of the national political community has so long been so 
fevetishly tired from the unending strain of seemingly endless 


: 


foreign crises. 

Now, amid all the anxious specu- 
lation about what may happen in 
East and West Berlin toward the 
beginning of the year 1962, there 
is renewed speculation about what 
may happen in congressional races 
in East and South and West to- 
ward the end of the year 1962. 

The fact that this country is 
turning at least some of its atten- 
tion back to the traditional sub- 
ject of its own politics is far from 
unwise. And it is far from acci- 
dental. 

There is something deeply re- 
assuring in a president, John F. 
Kennedy, and a former president, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, soberly 
journeying separately into New 
York and New Jersey to campaign 
for the off-year local candidates 
of the separate parties. 

For this is more than a pleasant- 
ly homely ritual again establish- 
ing the enermous fact that in the 
gravest world crisis of history the 
twoparty system remains intact 
in this country, with all its rights 
of criticism and counter-eriticism. 

What President Kennedy and 
former President Eisenhower have 
been about is something more 
than simply trying to put over this 
or that local candidate, in New 
York, in New Jersey, or where- 
ever, One of the effects of their 
politicking—far the most impor-

tant of all these effects—is to re- 
call to the minds of the people a 
great truth: 

This is a country of a long and 
proud continuity of national life, 
a continuity that will survive no 
matter how dreadfully dangerous, 
how frightfully menacing the outer 
world may seem and even be. 

In 1943, a bleak year in Eng- 
land, American and British forces 
were being marshaled for the most 
fateful cross-channel invasion of 
all time. To the average man in 
England at that moment, nothing 
seemed more remote or irrelevant 
than the details of British Island 
politics. But suddenly Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill went 
on the radio, in the middle of a 
winter that was dark, indeed. 

Though German bombs were 
still falling on London, he did not 
talk of war and of the great 
global issues.

~ Lt. Gov. Garland T. Byrd pro- 


posed Monday that the governor's | 


spending powers be reduced sharp- 
ly and that the “political prom- 
ises” section of the state budget 
be abolished. 


Byrd sent an 11-point recom- 
mendation to the Legislative Bud- 
get Committee which he said 
would return state financing pow- 
ers to the legislative branch. 

His proposals appeared likely 
to smooth -the roiled waters of a 
budget fight which virtually 
swamped the House and Senate 
in bitterness in last winter's 
session. 

The plan was submitted to the 
17-man committee which has 
worked much of the interim 
period on the methods to be used 
in altering the state’s budget set- 
up. ' 


Perhaps the top reccommenda- 
tion in the Byrd plan is to limit 
the governor’s emergency fund 
to 1 per cent of the ‘state appro- 
priation. That would mean the 
governor would have about $4 mil- 
lion per year to spend on emer- 
gencies. 


But it would take away the 
governor’s control of all surplus 
funds over the amount budgeted 
for the year. There was about 
$48 million in that account as the 
current fiscal year began, al- 
though most of it was earmarked 
to make up deficits in the new ap- 
propriations bill. 


Byrd proposed that the contin- 
gency section of the appropria- 
tions bill (frequently called the 
‘“‘wishbok”’ section and labeled the 
“political promises” section by 
Byrd) be eliminated. 

The existing appropriations bill 
carries a $47.8 million contingency 
section which promises to finance 
everything from $16.5 million 
more for education to $500,000 
more for parks “if the money 
becomes available.’’ 

The bill was passed by the 
Legislature with the realization 
that very little, if any, of the con- 
tingent fund would be available. 


Byrd said the governor’s office 
should be staffed with a budget 
bureau to help in preparing the 
budget, and that the proposed 
budget should be handed to the 
legislators some 45 days ahead of 
the session. 


Appropriations should be made 
every two years “in order to in- 
sure more effective planning and 
execution of long-range  pro- 
grams,” Byrd said. 


Legislators should be called into 
a pre-session forum to discuss the 
state’s financiai status on years 
in which appropriations bills are 
to be passed, he added. 


Many observers have credited 
last year’s budget fight in large 
part to the failure to have a pre- 
legislative forum to discuss fi- 
nances. 


Byrd agreed that ‘‘the General 
Assembly should have the advice 
and assistance of its own analyst

Deluge Blots Out 36 Greeks 


ATHENS (AP) — A battering, 
driving storm that a rescue work- 
er described as a“ Biblical del- 
uge” hit Athens with torrential 
rains, hail and hurricane-force 


winds Monday taking at least 36 | Palace 


lives and leaving 4,500 homeless. 


Many victims drowned in their 
beds when wind-whipped flood 
waters swirled into low-lying 
apartments, flooding them to the 
ceiling. 


The storm, the worst in memo- 
ry here, struck before Greeks had 
aroused themselves for the start 
of a new work week. Basement 
apartments were submerged, 450 
homes collapsed, and frail wood- 
en shanties at the edge of the 
city folded like pasteboard car- 
tons. The rivers Cephisus and [Il- 
issus rose from their beds and 
surged through Athens and its 
suburbs.

Atlanta aldermen Monday re- 
moved the legal barrier to a five- 
cents charge for transfers issued 
by Atlanta Transit System, Inc. 


The. city’s legislative body 
passed without dissent an amend- 
ment to the old Feb. 8, 1902, 
agreement between the city and 
transit companies which gave the 
city control over pricing of 
transfers. 


In effect, the amended measure 
no wplaces setting fares and trans- 
fer charges in the lap of the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commissioners. 
They always have had authority 
to set fares, but the transfers re- 
mained the province of the city. 


MILLICAN EXPLAINS 


Alderman G. Everett Millican, 
chairman of the © aldermanic 
board’s ordinance and legislation 
committee, said he recommended 
the change to concentrate the fix- 
ing of all rates in the commission.

With the Western atomic pow- 
ers—the United States, Britain 
and France — were Australia, 
China, Greece, Italy, Luxem- 
bourg, Portugal and South Africa. 


PROVIDES NO CONTROL 


The Soviet bloc voted solidly. 
Cuba, a pro-Soviet free lancer, ab- 
stained. Yugoslavia, also a free 
lancer, favored the resolution. 


The growing pressure to end 
nuclear explosions in one way or 
another was shown also in the 
Political Committee, where a 
U.S.-British resolution calling for 
new anti+est negotiations was 
passed 67 to 11, with 16 absentions 
and nine countries absent. That 
will go to the General Assembly 
for ratification. 


Western objections to the new 
moratorium resolution are based 
on the fact that it provides for no 
form of international control to 
insure observance. American and 
British delegates pointed out 
again Monday that the last such 
moratorium had been broken by 
the Soviet Union when it had com- 
pleted long preparations for a new 
series of tests. 


SOVIET BLOC OBJECTS 


The Soviet Union and its fol- 
lowers object to both of Monday’s 
resolutions for the same reason: 
They say that no action to halt 
nuclear development is valid un- 
less it is tied into a plan for gen- 
eral and total disarmament. 


Both the Western powers and 
small countries have taken the 
contrary stand that a first step 
is at least a step in the right di- 
rection. 


Sharp exchanges between Soviet 
and U.S. delegates marked both 
meetings. Semyon K. Tsarapkin 
of the Soviet Union was particu- 
larly vehement in accusing the 
United States and Britain of hav- 
ing falsified the history of devel- 
opments. 


He said that reproaches based 
on threats to health should be 
addressed to the United States, 
since it had begun nuclear tests 
and with its Allies had exploded 
about 242 times as many nuclear 
devices as the Soviet Union. 


He said the U.S.-British resolu- 
tion was ‘‘unacceptable’’ because 
it was not part of a general dis- 
armament agreement. 


Tsarapkin asserted that Presi- 
dent John S. Kennedy’s recent 
staternents on the importance of 
Soviet tests proved that ‘‘U.S. in- 
sistence on the conclusion of a 
treaty for the cessation of nu- 
clear tests without an agreement 
on disarmament pursues but one 
goal—to tie the hands of the So- 
viet Union by that treaty, to pre- 
vent nuclear tests by the Soviet 
Union and thus to endeavor to 
give military preponderance to 
the United States.” 


DEAN ASKS VOTE 


The U.S. delegate, Arthur H. 
Dean, withheld his fire at the 
Political Committee meeting. He 
moved, instead, that the debate 
should be ended and a vote tak- 
en.

The hand featured today pre- 
sents an interesting study in lead 
control wherein declarer must 
combine a holdup with a loser-on- 
loser play in order to overcome 
the unfavorable distribution. 


Against four hearts, 
opened the king of diamonds. 
Declarer realized that unless 
West held both spade honors the 
contract would come home in 
routine manner.’ But to give him- 
self an increased chance, he set 
out to strip the hand. 


Upon taking the ace of dia- 
monds, he ruffed a low one in 
dummy, drew two trumps, and 
ruffed the ten of diamonds. He 
then played a low club away from 
the ace. 


West 


East was in with the jack and 
observed that the defense would 
require two spade tricks. He 
therefore shifted to that suit. 


Declarer played the ten and 
West won with the jack. A club 
return was taken by dummy’s 
ace, and a third round of clubs 
put East in for another spade 
lead and declarer’s doom was 
sealed. 


To be sure, South had met with 
extreme hard luck. The contract 
was assured if East had either 
spade honor, or if West had been 
compelled to win one of the club 
tricks. 


The less thoughtful plaver 
would have met the same fate, 
but in less time, for -he would 
have tried two spade finesses. But 
strangely, after the opening lead, 
careful analysis will show that 
the hand can be won regardless 
of the location of the adverse 
honors. 


Observe that if East never gets 
the lead, West will be compelled 
at some time or other to lead 
spades himself. 


Declarer permits West to hold 
the king of diamonds. If West 
shifts to a club, dummy wins. 
Trumps are extracted, and South 
plays the ace of diamonds, shed- 
ding a club. |

Good Health 


Shopping 
For Doctors 


W astetul 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Mohler: I want to 
know if 1 can change doctors. 
I’ve had one for the last two 
years and he’s only come to see 


me about four or five time. 
—A.G. 


You can change doctors. 


It so happens this letter comes 
from a region in North America 
(I’m doing my best to keep this 
article nonpolitical and nongeo- 
graphical) which has one of the 
various ‘‘plans’’ for medical care. 


I have, I admit, certain opin- 
ions about some ‘‘plans.’’ Wheth- 
er it’s a medical ‘“‘plan,”’ a “‘pan- 
el,” a “‘system,”’ or whatever, the 
one basis on which all must be 
judged is the quality of care 
which the patient gets. 


So, plans aside the question is: 
If a patient isnt satisfied with a 
doctor, can he get a different one? 


Yes. But whether this is best 
for the patient is another matter. 
The quality of medical care can- 
not be measured in the number 
of visits a doctor makes. If the 
problem involved is a slow, chron- 
ic one the doctor shouldn't waste 
time (and money) on unneces- 
sary visits. He should (naturally) 
keep track of the general prog- 
ress of the case and depend on 
the patient to call him if some 
sudden or unusual development 
occurs. If, for some reason, the 
patient just doesn’t like, trust or 
can’t stand the sight of the doc- 
tor a different one should be con- 
sulted. And by every human 
judgment the patient has a right 
to do so. Trust, liking, empathy 
or whatever you want to call it, 
is a vital ingredient of good med- 
ical care. 


But in any country, under any 
plan, I likewise want patients to 
realize that ‘shopping around” 
for doctors is wasteful. Trying to 
judge a doctor by the number of 
visits he makes is futile. 


Switching from one doctor to 
another is entirely proper if some 
friction exists. But switching be- 
cause of a whim or trivial mat- 
ter is wasteful. This is true wheth- 
er the patient pays fees directly 
or belongs to a “plan” or lives 
under government medicine. It’s 
wasteful to quit one doctor and 
then have the next one have to 
go through the process of learn- 
ing the history of the case, new 
examinations, etc. 


Unless you have a compelling 
reason, don’t switch doctors. If 
yo do have a compelling one do 


icine, after all, is to provide the 
care and attention a patient 
needs. Isn’t that so? As for waste 
—duplicated effort is bad under 
any system. 


What ts your opinion of using 
simple glycerin suppositories to 
aid in mild cases of constipa- 
tion?

It is known 
that you cannot store fat unless 
your calorie intake exceeds your 
calorie output,” he affirmed. 


Following such an operation, 
does the body automatically 
use less fuel? Again the an- 
swer is reassuring. ““There is no 
known hormonial reason why 
calorie output would diminish. 
If less fuel is used, it’s because 
of a decrease in physical ac- 
tivity,’ he added. 


Our authority pointed out that 
thousands of women have this 
operation and the great majority 
of them do not add unwanted 
poundage.

Or, better still, you might 
want to fortify yourself with a 
medical dictionary if you in- 
tend to continue watching Dr. 
Kildare, one of the best new 
shows on television and/or Ben 
Casey, which also deals with 
medics and which, likewise, 
uses medical mumbo-jumbo 
which is meaningless to the lay 
viewer.

Terms such as “ophthalmo- 
scope,’ a gadget used by phy- 
sicians when they peer into 
your eyes, or “‘peristalsis,’’ the 
normal movement of your in- 
testines, might be used fre- 
quently on Dr. Kildare or Ben

Iron Liege, a Derby winner, finished 12th one year while 
Bold Ruler, the favorite at. Louisville, was 17th in that same Garden 
State race. This makes the baseball comparison slightly untrust- 
worthy. Nor should it be forgotten that Ridan, Paipur, Sir Gaylord 
and Cyrane, all top-ranking juveniles, were unable to make the 
Camden cavalry post for one reason or another. 


“We'll have the best batch of 3-year-olds next season,”’ re- 
marked one of the experts, “that we’ve had in a long, long time. 
They are so well matched that they'll have trouble in deciding which 
is 2-year-old champion this season.’’ 


This is the last time that the $300,000 Garden State can rate ’ 


billing as the world’s richest horse race. Next campaign the com- 
bined Arlington-Washington Park Futurity in Chicago will offer the 
unostentatious package of $400,000, a new high in foolishness and 
extravagence. 


The next major offering of this waning season will be the 
now famed International at Laurel on Saturday. The Rice warn- 
ing about the inherent uncertainty of horse racing is all that 
prevent the experts from going overboard and declaring ‘this to 
be a cakewalk for Mrs. Richard C. DuPent’s mighty Kelso.’ 


He will oppose an assorted lot from Ireland, England, Denmark, 
Venezuela and Argentina, plus an entry from the one nation that 
gives this race the fillip it needs: most. That nation is the Soviet 
Union, where there are no capitalists, decadent or otherwise, to 
own horses. The comrades will send two steeds from Horse Factory 
No, 33.
